The commission decided. to 
bounties on predators as follows: 
-. Adult’ bobeats, $5, Male or fe-: 
male. bobcat kittens, $2.50. 

Male coyote or wolk, $7.50, Fe- 
[male coyote or wolf, $10. Mate~or 
female. coyote or wolf pups, $5. 

Young bobcats, wolves or coyotes 
will be regarded as kittens or pups, 
respectively, up to September 1 of 
the year in which they were born.

Last week two days was devoted 
‘to visiting many locations in the 
jcountry where marl could be gotten 
out easily and economically. As a re- 
sult of the rural rehabilitation pro- 
gram: if a. sufficient tonnagé_of_mar. 
is ordered by farmers, it is possible-to 
buy this material at the rate of 
twenty-five cents per yard. Already 
the program has been started in Em- 
met County as well as in several oth-| 
ex counties in the other partof the 
state. 

The main problem in the past has 
been the expense of buying this ma- 
terial. In many-cases it has cost from
